He took 
part also in the retreat in Burma where he succeeded General Sir Claude 
Auchinleck as commander. Here he again proved great in defeat, and was 
successful in bringing four-fifths of his divisions to saféty over difficult 
jungle trails.

Much of the credit for the success of “D” Day operations and the subsequent 
victories in Europe were attributed to the tremendous “holding action” 
carried out in Italy under Field Marshal Alexander's command. Many 
Canadians served with him in this campaign and Many were also under 
his command in England when, during the critical days of the Battle of 
Britain, he was in charge of the Southern Command and was also one of 
the organizers of the “battle training schools’. The People of Canada 
will be honoured to have for their Govenor-General a man who has played 
such an important part in shaping the Allied victory, and they will extend 
a warm and sincere welcome to Sir Harold and Lady Alexander and their 
family when they come to this country.

Vaughan, chairman and pres- 
ident of the Canadian Rail- 
ways, has expressed the sys-~ 
tema’s thanks for the co-opera- 
tion given it during the war 
by the millions of train and 
steam ship passengers, shipp- 
ers of freight and express, 
hotel guests, and patrons of 
the telegraph and other ser- 
vices, lhe Canadian Nation- 
al’s ability tu fulfill its gigantic 
war duty “to the credit and 
satisfaction of the nation,” he 
said, “is due not only to the 
Skill, devoticn and zeal of 
those who are our workers but 
in large measure also to tue 
(anadian public who, by their 
generous support to appeals 
for help and their uncomplain- 
ing acceptances of restrictions 
and controls, lightened our 
burden” He made particular 
menticn of ‘the unnumbered 
citizens who refrained from 
travelling needlessly as their 
contribution to the common 
cause.”
